‘THE FEELING IN BERLIN, 
Failure of German Bankers to Loan the 
Czar Money Caused the Edict. 
Nov. 21.—[Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press. ] 
The papers of this city tonight associate 
the Russian ukase prohibiting the ex- 


| port of Wheat and wheat products with 


the failure of the overtures’of Vishneg- 
tadsky, the Russian Finance Minister, 
to Berlin financiers to reopen the Ger- 
man market to the Russian loans. 
Financial houses have again been in 
consultation with the government, and 
Kreuz Zeitung states that this time the 
government definately intimated that 
the guarantee offered by Russia did not 
suffice to justify official approval of Ger- 
man credit being ventured in the loans. 
It is understood that diplomatic ap- 
proaches through Count von Schanva- 
loff, the Russian ambassador, received 
an decisive rebuff. 

The fiasco which the French syndi- 
cate'made of the last Russian loan has 
| enormously increased the financial dif- 
ficulties of Russia. Vishnegtadsky has 
been forced to relieve the syndicate of 


“fered the public. The offic enial 
that the Rothschilds have taken over 
£5,000,000, is partly true. Bonds 
amounting to £8,000,000 have been 
placed in the Rothschilds’ keeping with 
no responsibility attached to their fu- 
ture issue through the firm, and the 
French syndicate is relieved of the bur- 
den of £6,000,000 which the Russian 
treasury hoped to receive. Thus Rus- 
sia, instead of having realized £16,- 
000,000 on the loans, obtains only 
£9, 000, 000. The refusal of the Ger- 
man government to permit bankers to 
bolster up Russian credit ends for a 
long time to come the chances of Rus- 
sia borrowing money abroad and 
strengthens the chances of peace. 

The statement published by the St. 
Petersburg Official Messenger on the 
condition of the imperial finances and 
its relation to the famine was tele- 
graphed here tonight as an authorita- 
tive declaration, aiming to minimize 
the dangers of the situation. The 
statement begins by announcing that 
the stocks of grain, after the prohibi- 
tion of export, will be sufficient for the 
population until next harvest. As peo- 
ple in the agricultural districts depend 
on the sale of grain, they will find thelr 
position embarrassing, and the govern- 
ment has therefore assigned to them 
6,000,000 roubles from the cash re- 
serves in the treasury. The reserves 
amout to 20,000,000 roubles, which 
sum is sufficient to meet the redemption 
-of the debt for the current year and all 
expenditures and stilt leave a cash bal- 
ance equal to the needs of 1892. It is 
denied that there is any likelihood that 
the treasury will be required to pur- 
chase gold abroad, unless such course is 
necessitated by the flowing back of Rus- 
sian securities to Russia. The gold re- 
serve amounts to 86.500,000 roubles 
in the treasury and 120,000,000 in the 
Imperial Bank, besides 75,000,000 rou- 
bles secured by the recently issued pro- 
visional credit notes. These totals do 
not include receipts from the last loan. 

The sum of the Official Messenger’s 
statement is that Russia has plenty of 
grain and an abundance of money for the 
time being. This is reassuring to Rus- 
sians who are under the scare of famine. 
This class includes Count Tolstoi, the 
great social reformer, who had pub- 
lished an energetic demand that the 
government decree without delay 
whether the stock of grain is sufficient 
to last through nextsummer. Count 
Tolstoi advocates the purchase of corn 
in America in time to protect the coun- 
try from famine and the terrible social 
disturbances certain to attend such a 
condition of affairs. Tolstoi contends, 
from his own personal calculation, that 
the stock of grain will not be sufficient, 
and that the government’s reply, guar- 
anteeing enough to feed the people 
until next harvest, if falsified, will lead 
to a revolution, in which Tolstoi says 
he will aid. Count Tolstoi’s daughters 
have opened a free refectory for the 
famine stricken near his chateau.

A San Francisco Grain Man onthe Probable

San Francisco, Nov. 21.—|By the 
Associated Press.]

Liverpool and London are now de- 
pendent on New York and Chicago as 
the United States at present holds the 
wheat. If New York and Chicago ad- 
vance, London and Europe will follow, 
but if the New York and Chicago mar- 
kets do not advance, what can London 
do? 

‘‘The San Francisco market is now in 
a peculiarcondition. The market has 
cornered itself without manipulation by 
reason ofthe scarcity of wheat and al- 
most unprecedented abundance of ships 
under charter and available for wheat 
carrying. It is estimated that stocks of 
wheat in this State on December 1 will 
not aggregate over 450,000 tons, while 


there are at present in port vessels with 


an aggregate carrying capacity of 
250.000 tons.. Fifty more ships are 
due here by the end of this year with 
an aggregate of 140,000 tons, making 
a total of 890,000 tons carrying capac- 
ity as against 450,000 tons of wheat on 
hand. This leaves a surplus of only 
60,000 tons of wheat by the end of the 
year, and fromthis we must provide for 
our own use and for exports inthe way 
of flour to Asia and South America. Of 
course the market will be relieved some- 
what by Oregon’s shipment, but they 
cannot send us enough to balance our

GARZA’S BAND. 


Diaz Thinks Uncle Sam Might Have Ar- | 


rested the Revolutionists, 
Wasuincton, Nov. 21.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Sefior Romero, the 
Mexican Minister, recently called Presi- 
dent Diaz's attention to: Brownsville 
and San Antonio telegrams published 


recently in newspapers to the effect 
that Calorino Garza was heading a 
revolution in Northern Mexico which is. 
supposed to be on the increase. Sefior 
Romero is today in receipt of a tele- 
gram from President Diaz, of which the 
following is an extract: 

Colerino Garza organized in the territory 
of the United States, in violation of their 
laws, an armed band of about eighty men. 
As the boundary line is so extensive, he was 
able to cross ata place where there were no 
troops He robbed the unprotected villages 
he found on his way. During thirty or 
forty hours he remained in Mexican 
teritory and crossed over the Rio 
Grande to Texas without being 
or interfered with by 
the proper authorities of the United 
States. He and his fellowmen are now or. 
ganizing and recruiting ontwo ranches in 
Texas near the frontier, and so far without 
interference from anybody. Garza never 
stopped to fight his pursuers, and the one 
killed and few wounded he had were shot 
in the backs while running at full speed. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


An Effort to Enlist the President's Sup- 


port of the Loan Scheme. 
Wasuinoton, Nov. 21.-—[By the Asso- 


,| Cilated Press.| President Baker, of the 


World’s Columbian Exposition, had an 
interview with the President today. 
He described at length the progress 
and future prespects of the great un- 
dertaking, devoting particular atten- 
tion to the subject of the proposed 
$5,000,000 loan. The President 
showed the deepest interest in the sub- 
ject and expressed his intention to*do' 
all that could properly be done by him 
to help along the exposition, and said 
that if he ultimately concluded to 
recommend,that Congress extend fur- 
ther aid to the project he would do it 
from the conviction that it was his 
duty and would give no half-hearted 


support to the measure. 


New Timber Cutting Regulations. 

WaAsHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Commissioner 
Carter of the General Land Office has 
issued the form of a permit to be 
granted to persons applying to cut tim- 
ber from the public lands. Among the 
stipulations is one forbidding the cut- 
ting of more than 50 per cent. of the 
timber of each class growing on any 
acre. Monthly statements under oath 
are required giving descriptions of the 
tracts from which timber is cut, the 
amount cut and how disposed of. No 
trees shall be cut or removed which are, 


less than a specified number of inches. 


in diameter except for needed roadways 
through the timber. A person cutting 
timber is required to cut, remove and 
burn or otherwise dispose of the tops 
and brush of trees, etc., to prevent for- 
est fires, and he will be held lable in 
damages forthe spread of any fire at- 
tributable to his neglect.

Paris, Nov. 21.—A dastardly attempt 
to destroy valuable property was made 
today a Decaseville, a village nineteen 
miles northeast of Villefranche. Inthe 
neighborhood there is situatéd a silver- 
lead mine worked bya syndicate of 
English capitalists. Had the explosion 
occurred while the men were at work, 
it is doubtful if one would have escaped 
alive. So great is the damage that it 
willtakea month to put the mine in 
working condition. There is no clew to 
the perpetrators of the deed, and no 
reason is known for the act.

Rio Nov. 21.--[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The government 
has issued orders for an additional 
force of troopsto proceed at once to 
Desterro, the capital of Santa Cathe- 
rina. AtSanPaloa popular outbreak 
is momentarily expected. 

New York, Nov. 21.—The Herald's 
Montevideo special says: ‘‘Passengers 
from Desterro sayo that the three gen- 
erals sent by Da Fonseca to: Rio Grande 
havereturned. They found it impossible 
to land troops at Porto Alegre owing to 
obstructions placed in the bay by the 
insurgents. Theréisa general move-

teers from Montevideo are flocking to

‘Gen. Allisto, with a large force of 
troops, has left for Rio Grande to en- 
gage the insurgent army in battle. 
Gen. Ossorio. chief of the forces of the 
Junta, declares his intention to march 
upon Rio Janeiro, overthrow Da Fon- 
seca and restore liberty. Within eight 
days the army of the Junta will amount 
to 50,000 men. The Junta has six 
ships stationed at the entrance to the 
Rio Grande.....The...dittator’s health is 
better.’ 


WILL TRY A BLOCKADE. 
Da Fonseca Will Make an Attémpt to 
Starve Out the Rebels. 

Loxpvon, Novy. 21.—[{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Today's advices from 
Rio Grande do Sul by way of Santiago 
add very little to what is already known. 
It is again asserted that the man whose 
influence is greatest at the present 
juncture is Gaspar Silveira Martins, at 
one time governor of the province, who 
was exiled at the time of Dom Pedro's 
dethronement, and was afterward per- 
mitted to return. It is believed that 
his views as to what is the best policy 
forthe state to pursue yill prevail. 
Martins is admitted by all parties to be 
both able and energetic. He is in 
favor of a republican form of govern- 
ment, while personally very friendly to 
Dom Pedro. 

An official dispatch from Rio de 


Janeiro this afternoon says the govern- 


ment of the dictator is continuing to 
take active measures to supress what is 
termed the ‘‘anarchical movememt”’ in 
the state of Rio Grande do Sul. Itis 
proposed to establish a close blockade 
at the ports of the Rio Grande and to 
attempt to cut the state off from com- 
munication with the outside world. 

It is said the goverument ‘will use mod- 
eration in its treatment of the seceded 
states. The dispatch says nothing 
about Da Fonseca’s reported illness or 
the possibility of plots to make away 
with him.

There is in this city an organization 
known as ‘‘The Friday Morning Club.”’ 
It is composed exclusively of ladies— 
and the very nicest kind of ladies, too, 
as numerous fathers, husbands, brothers, 
lovers and acquaintances will testify 
and fight at the drop of the hat to 
maintain, if necessary. This Friday 
Morning Club meets every Friday morn- 
ing, as might be inferred from the 
name, and discusses matters in a public 
or semi-public way. 

Not long. ago, when several ladies 
were dropped from the roll of teachers 
in the public schools, probably without 
just warrant, the Friday Morning Club 
took up their cause for them (though, 
we believe, they were not members of 
the club) and a_= strong  com- 
mittee of Friday Mornings waited upon 
the Board of Education, and, in a quiet 
way, read the riot actto them. That 
was all right. It showed commendable 
nerve and spirit anda proper interest in 
public affairs on the part of the ladies; 
and the general belief was that their 
influence went to sustain a good cause. 
There was a concurrence of press opin- 
ion in their favor, and the ladies*came 
out with a measure of successin the 
long run, and were proud and happy. 
This episode tended to bring the Friday 
Morning Club prominently before the 
public, and give it much éclat, so that it 
flourished thenceforward amazingly. 
Its meetings became ofso much interest 
that they were regularly reported in 
the papers, and when the reports were 
sufficiently commendatory they were 
no doubt very acceptable. 

A couple of months after the episode 
just recounted, the Friday Morning Club 
extended an invitation to William Q. 
Judge, the apostle of Theosophy, to ad- 
dress it. He accepted, and, at a semi- 
public meeting, discussed his peculiar 
doctrines. This meeting was reported 
quite in extenso in Tue Times. Taken 
all in all, it was avery good and a very 
complimentary report. It did not criti- 
cise or attack Mr. Judge or his peculiar 
\deas, but ina good-humored way gave 
him a little rub on some of his idiosyn- 
cracies, Probably Mr. Judge himself did 
not consider the report uncompliment- 
ary.

If you 
set yourselves up to be considered the 
equals and the competitors of men in 
public affairs, you must adopt a broader 
platform than this or your efforts will 
never command respect. Some of you 
are ardent advocates of woman suf- 
frage. You want to mix in politics—to 
take part in public discussions—to 
caucus and meet with the men in con- 
ventions—to vote at the polls—to hold 
public offices. If matters ever reach 
that conclusion, do you suppose 
that you can exact immunity 
from criticism on your public acts and 
utterances? Do you think you could 
establish a censorship over the press so 
that nothing but honeyed words would 
be dealt out to you? Do you want to 
enter politics as the petted darlings of. 
the men, or as their equals ethically 
and politically? Ifthe latter, then you 
must be prepared to give and receive 
hard knocks. If you do not invite or

Now, we regret to say it, but such 
action as your Friday Morning Club has 
taken does more to write down your in- 
capacity to exercise the political fran- 


an’s righters could accomplish with all 
their arguments and. sneers. The good- 
humored little sallies, written by a 
woman, not against your own public 
acts, but against the theories of a man 
who addressed you in a semi-public way, 
are not ‘‘a marker’’ to what you would 
have to encounter if you were launched 
on thesea of politics. And yet your 
moral force does not seem to be equal 
to even this slight test. You cringe 
under it and shrink away, and cry. for 
quarter, and want to plead the baby act. 

Every organization of men or women 
has the right to choose whether its pro- 
ceedings shall be public or private. If 
it elects to make them private, it gen- 
erally has littie difficulty in keeping 
them so. The Masons, the Odd Fellows, 
the Knights of Pythias, the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen, the Good 
Templars and a thousand other organi- 
zations, are never troubled with reports 
of their proceedings. Even a .public 
body like the City Council or the Board 
of Education can draw the line up to 
which its proceedings are laid before 
the public, and beyond which they are 
not. A State legislature or a house of 
Congress goes into executive session, 
and its secrecy is protected. But 
let any one of these bodies attempt 
public or semi-public proceedings and 
notify the press that it proposes to ex- 


ercise a censorship over their reports— | 


let it suggest that it will furnish its 
own reports, drawn up by its secre- 
tary, which the newspapers are ex- 
pected to publish, and imagine the re- 
sult! Such a body would soon be pray- 
ing for the mountains to falluponthem. 

Now, ladies of the Friday Morning 
Club, you made just this mistake; You 
courted publicity, and rather enjoyed it 
as long as it was entirely to your liking; 
in fact, we know from much experience 
that you would have complained had:

criticism, you became panic-stricken- 
and demoralized.

tion only such ‘‘cooked’’ reports of 
such part of your proceedings as you 
choose.

You cannot». es- 
cape the discredit of having undertaken, 
something and failed in it; atleast, you 
will have demonstrated that you do not 
possess the moral courage to conduct 
public business in an untrammeled, 
fearless way. |

stuff. But they are not generally 
found among the curled darlings whe’ 
pose as leaders of society. They are 
the working women—the shop girls, 
the clerks and book-keepers and cash- 


sional women, who have gone out into 
the world and battled with it on the 
same plane as the men. They have 
taken its hard knocks’ and have been 
ground against, its sharp corners. 
By fighting ‘and overcoming they 
have gained strength to with- 
stand any kind of an onslaught. 
These are the women who never ask an 
advantage or cry for quarter. Some of 
them go down in the terrible conflict, 
but they are never coughed down. 
These are the women who are working 
out with hands and brains the real 
problem of equal rights for women, and 
they are slowly and surely gaining. the 
day. The dilettante sisters who meet in 
a semi-public way and talk woman’s 
rights and woman’s wrongs may make 
more noise about the matter, but their 
hearts stop beating for a time if their 
gentle cooing reaches the public ear. 
They amount to nothing in the great 
struggle. 

The question of woman’s rights is not 
a matter of abstract public policy, to 
be decided in an off-hand way by legis- 
lation. It is a deep social and economic 
design, and must be patiently and labo- 
riously inwrought with every thread of 
our industrial fabric. 

Ladies, the curtain lecture is finished.

SPRINGFIELD (Mass.,) Nov. 21.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The great foot- 
ball game is over, and Yale has won— 
10 to 0. Fully 20,000 people saw the 
blue wave victorious on Hampden Park 
today, and when the great contest was 
over it was the unanimous conviction 
that the best team had won. 


later the sun came out and the last 
requisite was added to make the day 
perfect. The story of the game is sim- 
ply onl of the supremacy,of Yale over 
Harvard. The Cambridge eleven was 
simply outplayed and the best team 
won. The Harvard rush line was fa- 
tally weak and of little assistance to 
her half-backs, while Yale's line was 
almost perfect. The great Heffelinger 
fairly eclipsed his reputation and easily 
proved himself to be the greatest guard 
in the country. Mackie was no match 
for him. For general all-round work 
behind the line Bliss carried off the hon- 
ors of the day. His tackling and rush- 
ing were phenomenal. In punting he 
was a match for the Harvard captain. 


_ Behind the line no word of criticism 


can be charged to the Harvard team, 
but without any support they were 
helpless against Yale’s fine tacklers. 
The blocking off was wretched and the 
Yale rushers were down on the backs 
before they could start. Hallowell, 
Newell, Lake and Corbett did some 
brilliant individual work, but the lack 
of team work neutralizedit. Trafford’s 
great punting did much to keep down 
the score. Much disappointment was 
felt with the work of the Yale captain. 
He managed his men finely, but when 
the ball went to him he repeatedly lost 
ground. It wasa kicking game through- 
out. After Yale scored the first touch 
down in four miuutes Harvard began to 
punt, and continued these tactics dur- 
In the first 
half the ball was in the Harvard’s ter- 
ritory most of thetime. Inthe second 
half Harvard forced the playing much 
of the time and Trafford twice had a 
chance to try for a goal from the field 
but failed both times. 

This city was owned today by wearers 
of the blue and crimson. Hotels and 
streets were crowded since morning, and 
the early and late trains added thousands 
tothe throngs. The betting last even- 
ing was nearly eyen, but today odds 
were givén on the Yales. Most of the 
Harvard men arrived last night and at 
11:45 a.m. The Yale delegation came 
at noon by two special trains. ‘Most of 
the city stores were decorated impar- 
tially. All the smaller New England col- 
leges were represented, Amherst and 
Williams sending the largest delega- 
tions on special trains. At 11 a.m. the 
Yale men were offering $100 to $60, 
which Harvard’s backers accepted 
readily. At 10:30 several hundred 
Spee were waiting for the gates of 

ampden Park to open, and at 11, when 
the gates swung back, a steady: stream 
set in from way down Main street. 


This line of would-be spectators was 


two miles long, though the’ gdme was 
not to begin for three hours. Fourteen 
separate entrances were provided to 
prevent a rush. and the work of placing 
the vast throng and seating those en- 
titled to seats went on with little fric- 
tion. One hundred and sixty uniformed 
officers were on hand to preserve order. 

When plav began the field was in as 
perfect condition as could be desired. 
Experts pronounced it without question 
the best feotbali field in the country.” 
Not a breath of air was stirring and the 
weather conditions were most favora- 
ble for any game. The grand stands 
which encirele the entire field were 
packed witha gay and happy throng 
half an’ hour before the game was sched- 
uled to begin.

WasHINGTON, Nov. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Representatives of 
Omaha, Minneapolis, San Francisco and 
Detroit have opened headquarters at 
the Arlington Hotel for their campaign 
to secure the vote of the National Re- 
publican Committee for the next 
national convention. Omaha, Minne- 
apolis and San Francisco have full dele- 
gations here. Cincinnati and Detroit 
have their advance guards on hand, 
which will be reinforced tonight by the 
arrival of large delegations of workers. 
New York also had an advance guard at 
work here this morning and their regu- 
lar headquarters were opened this 
afternoon, when a large delegation ar- 
rived. No delegation is expected from 
Chicago, as it is generally understood 
that the World’s Fair city is satisfied 
with the honors already accorded her 
by Congress in giving her the fair.

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 


The Extension of Figueroa Street 
Again Revived. 


A Pamphlet Giving Its History from 
the First Survey. 


Meeting of the Finance Committee of 
the Council. 


Money to be Transferred to the School 
Fund—The New Chemical Engines 
—Zanja Business— Build- 
ing Permits. 


The opening of Figueroa street from 
Pico street north to. the city limits is 
again being agitated, and a pamphiet 
bearing the title ‘Figueroa Street— 
How it Has Been Obstructed,’’ has made 
its appearance, and was scattered about 
the City Hall yesterday afternoon. 
The pamphlet goes into the matter at 
some length, and contains a diagram 
explaining the situation, and gives a 
brief history of how the street was 
closed up andthe efforts to open it 
afterward. The pamphlet states that 
the street was laid out in the Hancock 
survey, in 1858, and that Stephenson's 
map -issued in 1876 shows the 
street as originally laid out. The 
new edition of the same map, is- 
sued in-1884, shows the street as 
crossed and cut up by private property 
lines, but the lines of the street are 
still distinctly drawn to show that the 
rights of private parties were disputed. 
The late map of Rowan & Koeberleig- 
nores the lines of the street where it 
has been inclosed, and only shows such 
portions as have not been claimed. 
The pamphlet then goes on to give the 
opinion of the City Attorney on the mat- 
ter, given in 1869, wherein it was 
shown thatthe city still claimed-the 
street. 

One of the Councilmen yesterday 
stated that the case was similar to that 
of Broadway, which caused so much 
discussion. 
any action will be taken by the Council 
or not, as the matter has been fre- 
quently agitated before. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE, 

‘The Finance Committee ot the Coun- 
cil met in the City Clerks’ office yester- 
day afternoon, and transacted the 
usual routine, business. A number of 
demands were approved, and several 
erroneous assessments were recom- 
mended to be corrected. The com- 
mittee recommended that the demand 
of the Los Angel.s Cemetery Associa- 
tion, amounting to $2500, for damages 
to the cemetery property be rejected. 
The following recommendation was 
also adopted: 

In response to the request from the 
School Board for a temporary transference 
of funds from some other city fund into 
the school fund so as to make it possible for 
teachers to obtain their salaries, we recom. 
mend the transterence of $18,000 from the 
cash fund, as that amount will meet the 
emergency for November salaries, the 
same to be retransferred as soon as condi- 
tion of school fund will perinit. 

WANT ONE OF THE CHEMICALS. 

The people of the hill districts are 
considerably exercised over the action 
of the Fire Commissioners in placing 
the new chemical engines outside of 
their limits. .It is urged that the en- 
gines were purchased with the distimct 
understanding that one, at least, would 
be located on the hills, and Councilman 
Innes will introduce the following reso- 
lution in the Council tomorrow: | 

WHEREAS, we learn that the Fire Commis- 
sioners contemplate placing one of the 
chemical engines at or near the corner of 
Sixth and Pearl streets; and 

WHEREAS, the unprotected condition of 
the hill district was what led the Council to 
vote money for the purchase of two chem- 
ical engines, with the understanding that 
one of them was to be located near First 


and Belmont or Union avenue; now there- 
tore, be it 


Resolved, thatthe Fire Commissioners be 
requested to so locate one of said chemical 
engines, and that the City. Clerk be in- 
structed to present the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners with a copy of this resolution. 

ZANJA BUSINESS. 

The Zanja Committee of the Council 
yesterday agreed, in the matter of the 
petition from the Los Angeles .Electric 
Company for permission to change the 
line of the zanja now running along 
Palmetto and Alameda streets, so as to 
run as follows, commencing at a point 
on said Palmetto street, 300 feet east- 
erlY from the east line of Alameda 
street, rnnning thence 100 feet or 130 
fect southerly along a line parallel with 
Alameda street, thence easterly 800 
feet toa connection with the existing 
zanja at that point, to recommend that 
the same be granted. All work is to be 
done at the expense of the petitioners, 
and the city’s interests duly protected. 
The electric company is to put up anew 
building, which necessitates the change.

The Dobinson-MeDonald Suit Fi- 
nally Settled.

This was an action brought by G. A. 
Dobinson, J. A. Fairchild and T. E. 
Rowan to recover $4000 alleged to be 
due as commission for services rendered 
as agents for defendant for the sale of 
4200 acres of land in the San Pedro 
ranch, Plaintiffs were appointed sole 
agents for the sale of this land in March, 
1886, the terms of the agreement 
executed by defendant to them being 
that he would sell the ranch for $126,- 
000, payable one-third cash, and balance 
in deferred payments at one, two and 
three years, secured by mortgage 
on the land, and drawing interest at 8 
per cent. per annum net, the plaintiffs 
to receive as commission $5000 for 
their services in the event of a sale, and 
defendant agreeing to pay the said sum 
if he ‘‘should sell or agree to sell to any- 
one in the twelve months next ensuing.” 

Plaintiff, under the authority of this 
instrument and until December 1, 
1886, acted as defendant’s agent in 
endeavoring to effect a sale of the 
property, expending money and_carry- 
ing on negotiations therefor, and used 
reasonable diligence therein. On No- 
vember 24, 1886, defendant gave one 
Frye written authority to sell the same 
property, andon the same day Frye 
effected the sale thereof to H. H. Boyce, 
which defendant ratified and confirmed 
on November 26, 1886. Afterwards, 
on December 1, 1886, defendant rep- 
resented to plaintiffs that he no longer 
desired to sell the land, but had with- 
drawn it from the market, and offered 
to pay them $1000 for the surrender of 
their agreement,’ Relying upon these 
representations and statements, and 
not knowing that defendant had sold 
the land, they surrendered the agree- 
ment and received from him $1000 as 
consideration therefor. 

In September, 1888, plaintiffs learned 
of the sale and rescinded their sur- 
render. Of this they notified defénd- 
ants and demanded of him the remain- 
der of the $5000 specified in the agree- 
ment, offering to refund the $1000 on 
condition thathe deliver said agree- 
ment. Upon his refusal to do either 
this action was commenced, and upon 
being tried by the court resulted in a 
judgment in favor of plaintiffs as prayed 
for. From this judgment and an order 
denying anew trial defendant appealed. 

Justice Harrison, in passing upon the 
facts, says: ‘‘The false statement by 
the defendant to the plaintiffs that he 
had not sold the property at the time he 


offered to give them the $1000 for aj 


surrender of his agreement, was such a 
fraud upon them as to entitle them toa 
recission of their agreement to surren- 
der it, for it is not to be supposed ‘that, 
if he had then told them the truth, and 
informed them that he had already sold 
the land, they would have accepted the 
$1000 in satisfaction of an obligation 
against him, which had already ma- 
tured in their behalf for the sum of 
$5000.” 
GUILTY OF BURGLARY. 

The trial of the case against Albert 
Asevado, one of the trio charged with, 
having burglarized Ah Sic’s drug store 
on Marchessault street on the night of 
September 5 last, was concluded in De- 
partment One yesterday. 

The morning session was consumed by 
C. C. Stephens, Esq., who, as _ usual, 
took advantage of the opportunity af- 
forded to severely criticize the police 
department of the city during his ar- 
gument on behalf of the defendant. J.: 
M. Damron, Esq., followed during the 
afternoon, and Assistant District Attor- 
ney McComas closed with a very forci- 


ble address to the jury, to whom the 


case was finally submitted about 5:30 
o’clock. At6o’clock that body was 
taken out to supper by Deputy Sheriff 
Clancy, but upon being ushered into one 
of Jerry Illich’s private rooms, that 
well-known restauranteur refused to 
serve the jurors with 25-cent meals in 
a 50-cent apartment, and as ths. Board 
of Supervisors has adopted a ‘‘two-bit’’ 
rule, the officer was compelled to take 
his charges to another restaurant. 

At 8 o’clockthe jury returned into 
court with a verdict of guilty of bur- 
glary in the first degree, whereupon the 
defendant was remanded to the custody | 
of the Sheriff to await sentence, the 
passage of which was set for Wednesday 
morning next.

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THE HIGH SIERRAS. 


_ I give below a description of a cafion 
rip which I am sure that my boys and 
gris will enjoy, wishing all the while 
that they could have shared it with 
‘“Nemo.’? These jaunts in our Califor- 
nia wilds are full of delight to the lover 
of Nature. I have made them in the 
high Sierra region, where mountain 
rises above mountain as far as the eye 
can see, and where vast forests stretch 
away like green and billowy seas, and 
in almost every break is the gleam of a 
running stream or the silvery flash of a 
leaping waterfall. Those high Sierra 
regions are full - of wonders, of 
old dead volcanoes and chasms torn 
by the creeping ice. But there 
are beautiful green, sunny meadows in 
that upper world of mountains, and 
crystal streams that run singing along 
through the bright summer, and wild 
mountain sheep sometimes stand on the 
lofty eminences against the background 
f sky, and the bear roams free and the 
ion has his fortresses. But in the 
meadow there is nothing but the peace- 
ful purgie of the streams; the glad 
music of the birds; the darting of the 
fish like speckled arrows through the 
water; the thousand butterflies afloat on 
he golden air, and sometimes, far over- 

ead, the swoop of the great eagle’s 
wings as he pounces upon some unwary 
hawk that crosses his path. 

Sometimes one meets there in the 
mountain passes, bands of Digger In- 
dians, who.of.all Indians are the dirtiest 
and most degraded of any in our midst.

OLD DAYS AT WEST POINT.

OW if you have 
read the previous 
letter and learned 
how lively a time 
we had on fair 
nights, it must have 

al occurred to you that 
Point plebe at least could re- 
joice at foul weather. Well, we did, 
for when it rained hard we were not 
‘‘pulled out by the heels,’’ or slid on our 
blankets about the company street. 
But. do not imagine that we were left 
to undisturbed slumbers. That would 
have been regarded as sheer neglect on 
part of the upper class men. Well I 


the three of us, my two plebe tent- 
mates and myself, hailed the first real 


rainy-night. ‘“‘No yanking tonight!” 
‘we said and doubtless looked for hours 
of repose. 


But we reckoned without our hosts. 
Hardly had we fallen asleep than there 
came a heavy thumping at thestreet 
end of ourtent floor. ‘‘Wake up! Wake 
up, there, promptly! Every one of 
you,’? came the order in stern, authori- 
tativetones. ‘‘Answerto your names. 


it’s time to turn over.” 

And turn over we had to, and quickly 
falling asleep inthe new position, we 
would be almost as quickly awakened 
by another vigilant yearling and re- 
quired to turn back again. Everybédy 
seemed to take a hand atthis. The 
corporal of the guard, making his 
rounds, would take occasion fo ‘‘stir up 
the animals’’ in Co.‘A. The sentries on 
Nos. 2 and 8 would think nothing of de- 
serting post for half a minute-or so. 
‘turning over’’ every plebe in our street 
and being back at their stations in 
abundant time. to challenge any new 
comer. 

But this is preferable to yanking, 
which involved so much involuntary 
travel and trouble. We rejoiced in 
rainy nights, but we dreaded rainy 
days.

this, but when the strings are put in you 
will have to trust your own ear to tune 
the harp. Thestrings should be pitched 
allin the same key, though high, low 
and middle notes may be used. 

The box is now nearly finished, but” 
one thing more remains to be done, and 
this is to put a thin cover made of 
sound, dry, resonant board ‘about three 
inches above the top of the box so 
that the wind may be able to course 
over the strings. Four stout wooden 
pegs should be glued onto the corners 
of the box, and to these the board must 
be fastened firmly. Some fasten on the 
upper or covering board with glue, but 
others attaéh it .with pegs, which are 
made tight on top by driving in small 
wedges. 

The wolian harp is how completed 
and ready to place in the window. 
When the frame closes down it should 
fit evenly along the surface of ‘the 
cover-board, so that the air passing in 
and out may blow through over the 
strings and put them in motion. “The 
box should be placed nowhere except 
where there is a draught. 

If catgut strings cannot be obtained 
an #olian harp may be made by follow- 
ing the instructions given and using 
silk.threads. Heavy threads are some- 
times used for the bass strings or low 
keys, and fine thread for the high notes.

‘Before proceedingto description I may 
say that this harp is a contrivance 
named after Aolus, who was believed 
by the ancients to preside over the 
winds and whose abode was supposed to 
be in the islands lying between Italy 
and Sicily. In those olden days there 
was a general belief that the god of the 
winds and his ministrants were the 
authors of many musical sounds, so 
when Athanasius Kircher in the seven- 
teenth century invented the musical 
box he named it, in deference to the

ancient belief, the wolian harp, or the 
harp of Zolus, because it was played 
by the wind. 

All needed to make an eolian harp 
are a few dry boards of some light 
seasoned wood, such as white pine or 
white cedar, and it should not be more 
than an eighth of an inch thick. As 
the harp should be placed inthe win- | 
dow so that the wind, or even the 
_ draughts, passing into the house or out 
of it. may move the strings, the box 
» should be made the width of the sill, 
and the window ought to rest upon it 
when down. 

The board should be of even grain, 
perfectly sound and seasoned and with- 
out knots. Care should be taken to 
plane itevenly, making all the surfaces 
as smooth as possible, for the smoother 
the surface is made the better will be 
the sound, as is the case with violins. A 
square and a fine tooth saw are also 
necessary. 

When the boards are planed, cut the 
longer ones of a length equal to the 
width of the window, then proceed to 
make the box. It ought tobe about five 
inches thick and five or six inches deep, 
the sides and ends should fit as closely 
as possible together, for slovenly work 
in this respect will retard the sound. 
It is best to use wooden pegs to put the 
box together, though I have seen many 
good instruments which have been fast- 
ened with nails. 

The hole should be carefully bored 
with a small brad-aw], for if any of the 
boards are split the sounding capacity 
_ of the box will be injured. Most of the 

boxes, however, are fastened together 
with glue, and also with pegs, and I am 
pretty sure that these give a better 
sound than those having nails or pegs 
only, but putting them together re- 
guires great care. All the parts should 
be fastened carefully and firmly to- 
gether until the glue is dry, anda good 
plan would be to first connect the sides, 
ends and bottoms, and when they are 
firm to put on the top or chief sounding 
board. The wolian harp isconstructed 
on the same principle as the violin, and 
this is why the top of the box is called 
the soun ‘ing board. 

The box completed, made solid and 
close in the joints, the next step is to 
puton bridges on which the strings 
must rest. These should consist of 
beech, cak, boxwood, or some other de- 
scription of hard wood, about half an 
inch high and a quarter of an inch 
thick, the strips long enough to extend 
across the box, a short distance from 
the ends. These two strips serve the 
purpose as the bridge of a violin, 

the strings being drawn over them from 
end to end of the box. In the center of 
the top or sounding board draw with a 
pair of compasses a circle, say, an inch 
and a half in diameter; and perforate 
vhis circle with a number of smal) and 
varefully-made holes a short distance 


I once, after great care, succeeded in 
finishing an instrument for which I 
could not obtain catgut, and it gave 
forth a continuous strain of sweet 
musical sounds. 
Sometimes silk threads as well as cat- 
gut are stretched from sounding boards 
running perpendicularly up and down 
the sides of a window, but the notes 
sound all at once and the effect is not 
nearly so harmonious as wheh one 
string after another is set vibrating, 
running the gamut in regular order. 
Large instruments resembling violins 
are sometimes placed in a case and put 
close by the window, but takes too 
strong a current of wind to move the 
strings. The simple sounding box made 
as I have described it is the best of all. 
The harps should not be left on the 
window during rain or snow storms, for 
the strings shrink with the wet and the 
wood becomes soggy. A good plan is to 
take it in every night, loosen the 
strings and tune it again by turning the 
pegs before putting it inthe window. 
Ihave seen as many as a half dozen 
harps in one house, some being placed 
in bed-room windows, one in the dining- 
room, and one in the drawing-room, the

I 
know many persons who cannot bear to 
listen to this crying music in the storm, 
but to the majority the sounds are 
soothing and full of beauty. When the 
traveler visits Strasburg he wants first 
of all to see the Cathedral with its 
wonderful clock, but when he stops be- 
low one of the towers if the wind is 
blowing hard he hears overhead a mild 
tempest of lovely music, and his guide 
informs him that there are. xolian 
harps set inthe great windows. The 
instruments are large and are left ex- 
posed in bad weather, but the wood is 
protected from the wet by varnish, and 
does not become soaked and lose its 

At Baden-Baden there is an old cas- 
tle, in the windows of which are several 
large wolian harps, andthe whole air 
about the place is filled with musical 
sounds during a storm. 

With a little patience and care any 
boy can construct an xolian harp, and 
have music, as the wind wills it, the 
whole year round.

On motion of Mr. Patton the Execn- 
tive Committee was instructed to draw 
up a circular letter to the growers, call- 
ing their attention again to the vital 
importance of sustaining this move- 


ment, and asking them to give definite | 


assurances of support to the union b 
pledging it their fruit. The directors 
believe that between 500 and 600 cars 
can be secured without difficulty. : 

An executive committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Dobbins. Spalding and Mitch- 
ell, was appointed. 

All matters of organization and de- 
tail were referred to the Executive

the divinities of her country kitchens, 
the products of whose art, in my esti- 
mation, far outrivals the rarest menus 
of the most accomplished French chef 
who ever displayed his skill in hotel or 
at the table of wealth and luxury in the 
city’s midst. Good cooking is an art 
in New England, an accomplishment 
which her ‘daughters prize. I havea 
good deal of sympathy for the men who, 
wearied with the many ‘‘courses’’ of 
French concoction; yearn inwardly fora 
good square meal, such as their mothers 
used to give them in their com- 
fortable New England homes in the 
happy days of their careless boyhood, 
and for their sakes and in memory of 
the craving appetites of my several 
brothers’ boyhood I will give them the 
following old-fashioned bill of fare, such 
as will serve either fora Thanksgiving 
or a Christmas dinner, with directions 
for its preparation: : 
Oyster Soup. 
Roast Turkey, Boiled Ham. 
Chicken pie. 
Celery. Cranberry Sauce. 
Mashed Potatoes, Boiled Onions, 
Sweet Corn, Caulifiower. 
Plum pudding, Mince pie, Cranberry pie, 
Squash pie. 
Nuts, Raisins, Apples. 


ee. 
Cider, new, sweet. 

For the oyster soup put three pints 
of new milk over boiling water to heat. 
Grate three butter-crackers ‘and mix 
them with a pint of new cream. Wash 
and drain two quarts of oysters; strain 
the liquor and putiton to boil. Pour 
the porny, milk upon the crackers and 
cream, add the heated liquor and then 
the oysters. Put all back into the 
saucepan and let it come toa boil. 
Season and serve at once. : 

The ham is first boiled, then baked; it 
is a fine clear white and red, - solid, yet 
tender. 

The turkey is specially selected and 
fed: for months with reference to its 
final disposition on Thanksgiving or 
Christmas. Asa result itis plump and 
It is roasted to a rich brown, 
Turkey dressing should be mixed dry 
and seasoned With celery and plenty of 
sweet butter. . ; 

‘The following is a favorite rule for 
the preparation of the ever popular 
chicken pie: 

#'vur paump young chickens, a quart 
of oysters (solid,) a layer of butter- 
crackers, split, and a piece of but- 
ter the size of a hazel-nut placed in the 
centre of each, seasoning, and a cover- 
ing of cream pastry. The chickens 
are first simmered, after being cut 
up, inthe smallest possible quantity 
of veal stock (which. after skimming, 
is poured over as a_ gravy.) The 
drumsticks, the bony part of the wings, 
and the necks are removed, and only 
thé best of the chickens left for the 
pie. Halt of this remainder of the four 
chickens forms one layer upon the bot- 
tom of the great dish. Above this are 
placed the oysters, and after peppering 
them the crackers and butter. Then 
comes the top laver of chicken, and over 
all a cover of pastry made by mixing 
salted flour with a thick cream, and 
rolling: into it half a pound of butter in 
flakey layers,. dusted with flour, and 
roi.ed out over and over again, and 
when baked you have a dish. fit for a 


e best method for cooking the 
cranberries is ina ‘‘crock,’’ one of those 
old brown pottery things with a cover, 
which are sometimes used for baking 
beans. Fortwo quarts of sound cran- 
berries allow one coffee cup of water, 
and two heaping coffee cups of granu- 
lated sugar, all boiled slowly for an 
hour, then strained off into moulds, 
from which it turns out like jelly. 

A delightful plum pudding is made 
after the tollowing rule: One pound of 
bread crumbs, one pound of chopped 
and sifted suet, half a pound of chipped 
cifron, candied lemon and orange peel 
mixed, a cup of flour, one pound of cur- 
rants carefully cleaned, one pound of 
stone draisins, half a pound of sugar. 
A tablespoonful of mixed spice, nutiheg, 


_ cinnamon, a little cloves and a very 


little allspice. 

The flour is mixed with the bread 
crumbs. Then the suet is added, then? 
a teaspoon of salt; then the fruit, the 
spice, the, sugar, and the whole blended 


into a thick mass with sweet cider. To 


_ this a goblet of wine is added, and then 


eight eggs beaten very light are stirred 
in; and the whole put ina very large 
buttered mould, and boiled, without 
stopping, five hours. Blanchedalmonds 
are stuck upon the top and it is served 
with wine sauce. 

The following is an excellent recipe 
for the genuine New England mince 
pie, than which no better can be found 
in any quarter: 

Two pounds of roasted beef, after i+ 
is cooked and chopped. Four pounds of 
chopped apples, two of beef suet 
chopped and sifted, three of brown 
sugar, three of stoned. raisins, 
one . of whole sultanas, two of 
cleaned currants, one ounce of grated 
nutmeg. One pound of chipped citron 


' and candied lemon-peel mixed; half an 


ounce of ground mace and a little 
cloves. Three saltspoons of salt and 
three quarts of cider boiled with ‘a 
pound of maple-sugar. Adda pint of 
wine whenthe pies are made, and to 
each pie a teaspoonful of brandy. 

The New England squash pie con- 


. tains more squash than does our modern 


article by that name. Try the accom- 
panying rule and see if it does not 
tickle the palate.of the most pro- 
nounced epicures in your households. 

To one quart of strained squash put 
four beaten eggs, a pint of cream, half 
a paund of sugar. A teaspoonful of 
salt and a tablespoonful of nutmeg, cin- 
mamon and ginger mixed. Line pie 
dishes with cream paste and fill so that. 
the pies will be one inch in thickness. 
This quantity will make two large or 
three smaller pies.

A NOBLE DEED. 


The Heroic Sacrifice of a Sister of Charity 
for Humaanity’s Sake. - 

[The following story of heroic self- 
sacrifice is from a nch paper, Le 
Petit Journal de Paris, and it lends 
lustre to our common humanity.—bLp. 
TIMEs. 

In the suburbs of Paris there is a hos~- 
pital called the ‘‘Perpetual Help,’’ un- 
der the care of Dominican Sisters, des- 
tined for the service of the lepers in the 
Antilles. In this hospital there are fifty 


| beds for patients, who may remain until 


they are perfectly cured. Every suf- 
ferer is cared for in this hospital. 
Among other patients received was a 
child, 4 years old, who was fearfully 
burned. The physician examined and 
measured the ulcer developed by the 
burn and assured the Sister Superior 
that it was necessary to amputate the 
whole arm unless— said he, pausing. 
‘Unless what?’’ said the Sister Supe- 
rior. ‘‘’Tis only,’’ said the physician, 
‘‘by putting sound and healthy flesh on 
the flesh of the child, which is wasting 
away, that the ulcer can be cured; the 
application of sound, healthy flesh to 
the diseased flesh of the child is the only 
remedy without amputating the arm. 
But where can such flesh be found?’’ 
‘Do you say, doctor,’’ said the Sister 
Superior, ‘‘that the flesh of the child’s 
mother must be applied to the ulcer?”’ 


“Either the mother’s flesh, or 
some other person’s,’’ replied the 
physician, who. would sub- 
stitute the mother?’ The Sister 


Superior looks around. More than ten 
sisters are there, and offer themselves 
to be operated upon with heroic tran- 
quility. In view of so heroic an act, 
the physician felt confused and in doubt. 
But time presses and it is necessary 
that the devoted sister should not be 
aware that the surgeon trembles with 
emotion. O those ten white virgin arms 
that, for the first time, were bared 
before man, the surgeon selected 
her who was most suitable to op- 
erate upon. The sister chosen was 
called Cecilia. She is 30 years old 
and of extraordinary beautv. Smiling, 
‘she promptly prepared for the sacrifice. 
The surgeon bade her to have courage. 
She calmly replied: ‘‘Cut.”’> The knife 
pierces her white and blushing fiesh, 
penetrates into her arm and cuts with 
inhuman continuity until the piece of 
her virgin flesh is sufficiently large to 
cover the wound of the child. The

THE FIRST THANKSGIVING. 


_ To those interested in the early strug- 
gles of our country for freedom, and in 
the noble men who at such personal 
sacrifices so dearly purchased it; who 


framed the laws so wise and good that 


under them we have grown not only 
prosperous and great, but known 
throughout the world as a Christian na- 
tion; it may not be amiss, at this time 
of our national thanksgiving, to turn 
their thoughts to the one who first pro- 
posed ‘‘to set apart by law aday for a 


God for the numberless benefits we have 
received.’?’ This was Maj.-Gen. Arthur 
St. Clair, soldier of the Revolutionary 
war, President of the Continental Con- 
gress and Governor of the Northwest 
Territory. He,while occupying the last 

position, made these his opening words 
in an address to the General Assembly 
convened at Chillicothe, O., Nov. 26, 
1801: (See ‘‘St. Clair papers’’ by Hon. 
William Henry Smith.) 

Gentlemen of. the Legislative Council and 
Gentlemen of the House cf Re tives: At 
the first meeting of the second General As- 
sembly of the Territory, I cannot lay any 
business before you without first turning 
your thoughts to the Supreme Being, the 
author and giver of all good. Favored as 
we have been with another most plentiful 
harvestin every kind and blessed with the 
continuance of peace at home and abroad, 
when we contrast our situation with many 
countries inthe old world suffering from 
want, deluged in blood and shaken to their 
centers—their civil and religious institu- 
tions overturned, and anarchy and despot- 
ism reigning in their-stead, how thankful 
ought we to be to Almighty God, whose 


ilar calamities; neither-,should our .grati- 
tude be withheld from the General Govern- 
ment of our country, which has been the in- 
strument in His hands to shield us from 
harm, and to procure us so many. 
blessings. This comparison, gentlemen, 
which it seems impossible. not. to make, 
holds out to us, also, a very useful lesson, 
not lightly to part with the real advantages 
we enjoy.in the hope of imaginary and 
contingent good. Could the thousandth 


part of the atrocities that have 
been committed in. and the mis- 
eries that have been brought upon, 


unhappy France presented to 
that people beforehand, they would have 
turned from them with horror, and ex. 
claimed with one voice: ‘‘Are thy servants 
dogs, that they should dothis thing’ Itis 
true, gentlemen, that many parts, of our. 
country have this last season been severely 
affticted with sickness ; but this, far from be- 
ing aground formurmuring and discontent, 
should lead us to examine ourselves—to the 
pcorrection of our vices, which may have 
brought that evil upon us, and for a re. 
formation of manners. I submit to you, 
gentlemen, whether it would not be proper 
by law to set apart a day for a public and 
solemn acknowledgment to God for the 
numberless. benefits we have received; to 
supplicate the continuance of them, to dep. 
recate His wrath forthe multitude of our 
transgressions, andto implore His grace 
to assist us to amend our lives. 

A committee from the honorable 
House of Representatives waited on the 
Governor and presented the following 
answer to his communication, delivered 
to both Houses of the Legislature the 
(M. T. official proceedings of 
the House of Representatives. ) 

REPLY OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

CHILICOTHE, Dec. 4, 1801.—Srm: Incon- 
trasting our situation with many countries 
in the old world, we have great reason to 
thank that Supreme Being, the author and 
giver of all good (whom you have been 
pleased to remind us of at this first meeting 
of the Second General Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory) for the blessings of peace and plenty 
which attends this happy country; nor can 
we withhold our gratitude from the General 
Government of our country for their anx- 
ious care to preserve us from allthe calam- 
ities which have been experienced by those 
unhappy countries involved in war. ; 

In hisreply to this, Gov. St. Clair 
says: 

Devout acknowledgments to God are at all 
times the duty of dependent creatures; but 
highly favored as we have been in this 
happy country they are our duty in a very 
particular manner. 

St. Clair was born in Castle Thurso, 
Caithnip, Scotland, of ‘‘the lordly line 
of High St. Clair’? (song of Harold in 
Re of the Last Minstrel’’ canto 6th.) 
Noble by nature, as wellas by birth, 
the sacrifices he made for his adopted 
country and the benefits’ he ¢onferred 
were numberless, yet none redound 
more to his honor than this gentle re- 
minder of our duty to the great giver of 
all good, and it has established a na- 
tional custom which to all the world 
proclaims us a Christian nation, and in 
every city, town and hamlet in these 
United States men shall for one working

Ah, you have it there. It isnot in this 
poor, weak human nature of ours to re- 
joice until it is first strengthened and 
purified by that divine uplifting which 
brings us into sympathy with the divine 
will and opens our hearts to an unques- 
tioning trust in God's goodness, ard 
faith in the wisdom of all His dealings 
with us. 

But if weregard God as our Father, 
loving, infinite, all-wise and gracious, 
able and willing always to do what is 
best for us, can we not rejoice, even in 
the midst of affliction, that we are in 
His hand .and that He orders all our 
ways? With submission to His will 
comes peace. We say all these ways of’ 
our Father seem dark and mysterious 
to us now, but some time He will make 
itall plain to us. 
Him worth if we cannot trust Him in 
the darkness as well as the light; if 
we can only say, ‘‘we are thine so long 
as thou dost give us all we desire and 
cover us with prosperity?’ The divin-| 
est road to heaven lies through suffer-. 
ing. The most royal road to noble 
character, to grand achievement, is the 
road which been washed by, 
tears, and brightened by human con- 


which is walled in by faith and purified | 
by suffering. 
What should we know of our weakness 
if we were never tempted? How would 
our trust grow strong if our way were. 
never through the darkness? What 
would kindle our desires for the undy-- 
ing life beyond if here there were noth- 
ing to mar human pleasure. or interrupt’ 
its joy? 
We are so in love with the flesh that 
our spiritual aspirations would all slum- 
ber if we were not sometimes reminded 
of the unsatisfying nature of earthly. 
things. We should be contented with 
the husks of this life, forgetful of the 
fact that in our ‘‘Father’s house there | 
is bread enough and to spare,’’ were 
we not perishing with hunger. — 
When tossing upon a bed of suffering | 
and pain, how like a message of, glad- 
ness to the Christian's heart comes the 
melody of the promise, ‘‘Neither shall 


whose heart is broken with sorrow and. 
whose eves are heavy with tears, comes 
like the voice of music, ‘‘And God -shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes. | 
neither sorrow nor crying.”’ 

How beautiful and fair to him who’ 
has stricken with sorrow 
and who has suffered with sickness 
stands this bright vision of the future. 


for the great hope he has given him of 
eternal life into which the ills of this 
life shall not enter. No more sorrow; 
no more pain; no more temptation; no 
more sin; his soul stretches its glad 
wings of rejoicing and rises into the 
calm atmosphere of faith and trust. 

With Job he cries aloud of. his God: 
‘‘Yea, though he slay me, yet will I trust 
in Him.’ Heaven seems very near, and 
earth’s “light afflictions, which are but 
for a moment,’’ he feels‘sure ‘will work 
for him a far more exceeding and eter- 
nal weight of glory.’’ “Underneath him 
are the everlasting arms and nothing 
can crush him, for He that is with him 
is mightier than all those who are 
against him. 

With self conquered man’s greatest 
enemy is mastered. When self is de- 
throned and God is enthroned then 
comes the victory; then we exclaim: 

“It is sweet to lie passive in His hand 

And know no will but His.” 

Do not the majority of .earthly trials 
arise from causes working in active op- 
position to our own wills? But if we 
can put these human wills of ours in 
submission to the divine will—that uni- 
versal, controlling and guiding force of 
the universe—then when trials come 
upon us shall we not be ready to say— 
“It is the Lord, let Him do whatsoever 
seemeth Him good.”’ 

With this feeling of submissive trust. 
though we may experience natural sor- 
row, with that sorrow will never come 
despair. The cold chill of doubt and 
distrust will never seize us and we shall 
always be able to rejoice that 

‘Behind a frowning Providence 
God hides a smiling face.”’ 

And how like the brightness of ten 
thousand stns will the glory of that 
face burst upon us when all the mys- 
teries of His providence are mage plain 
in that eternal day when we shall ‘‘see 
Then shall we 
rejoice in allthe way through. which 
He has led us. How like smiling 
Pisgahs will look our moments of 
sorrow! How like the garden of God 
the valley of our humiliation! " The 
sighs that we have uttered will be 
changed to melody, and our mourning 
into gladness. We shall sing of the 
Lord, for He hath triumphed gloriously.’’ 
‘‘His ways are not as our ways; high as 
the heavens are above the earth, so 
are his thoughts above our thoughts.’’ 
‘‘He saw the end from the beginning,’’ 
we shall exclaim, ‘‘andso he ploughed 
our with affliction that 
in it might spring up a harvest of good 
works and the blossoms of hope and 
faith. We rejoice for the hill difficulty 
that lay in our path, for the tempta- 
tions that were given us to overcome, 
for out of them have come our spiritual 
life’ and strength; we are thankful 
that we have been permitted to be 
soldiers, fighting soldiers of the King, 
and to Him that hath redeemed us, and 
made us conquerors and more than con- 
querors, be glory, and honor and do- 
minion forever.’’ | | 

Thus, with crowns of rejoicing upon 
their heads, with hearts attuned to 
praise, shall the ransomed of the Lord 
sing when all the mysteries of His 
providence are made clJear, and faith is 
lostin sight. But until then, *‘I say 
unto you rejoice, rejoice in the Lord al- 
ways.”’

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The death of William Jermyn Filor- 
ence at Philadelphia cn the 19th inst., 
of pneumonia, is a loss to the American 
stage that will not be easily forgotten, 
and the suddenness of his taking off 
points another lesson upon the mutabil- 
ity of human affairs which is so fre- 
quently taught by such examples and so 
easily disregarded by the survivors. 
Florence played his part upon the stage 
up to Saturday night, the 14th inst., 
and after the performance that even- 
ing he gave a supper at his hotel to Mr. 
and Mrs. Kendal. Immediately suc- 
ceeding this festive occasion he was 
stricken down with sickness and found 
to be suffering from a severe attack of 
pneumonia, which affected both lungs. 
He passed away quietly last Thursday 
evening, uttering no word of farewell 
to those around him, and separated by 
thousands of miles from his wife, who 
had shared in his triumphs for somany 
years, and who is now on her way to 
this country to perform the sad duties 
that devolve upon her inher trying po- 
sition. 

Flor@fice was born in Albany, N. Y., 

July 26, 18381. His original family 
name was Contan, but after adopting 
the stage name of Florence and achiev- 
ing success under it, he had the new 
cognomen legalized under an act of the 
Legislature. His first experience at 
self help was inthe art preservative, 
and while learning his trade as a 
- printer he devoted himself to an ama- 
teur dramatic society, from which he 
graduated tothe professional stage in 
the character of ‘‘Peter’’ in The 
Stranger at the Richmond Theater, Vir- 
ginia, December 6, 1849, just forty- 
two years ago. Inthe spring of the 
following year he became a member of 
the company at Niblo’s Garden, and 
made his first regular appearance as a 
professional actor in New York, May 
18,1850. Inthis house he was asso- 
ciated during the season with: Mary 
Taylor, Mrs. Vernon, Mrs. John Sefton, 
Fanny Wallack, Charlotte Cushman, 
Burton, Brougham and Placide. 

He made his first decided hit at the 
Lyceum (afterwards Wallack’s theater 
and the Broadway theater) on April 
22,1851, inthe Row at the Lyceum, 
where he appeared as a red-shirted fire 
laddie of that period, soaplocked, with 
tilted tile. a pure specimen of the now 
obsolete ‘‘b’hoy.’’ His success in this 
part encouraged the adoption of the 

eccentric comedy and sensational parts 
which he afterwards made his forte. 
During the season following he played 
‘‘Lord Tinsel’? in The Hunchback, and 
later supported Forrest, Mr. and Mrs. 
Barney Williams and Mrs. Mowatt. On 

‘Jaunary 1, 18538, he married Mrs. Lit- 
tell, born Malvina Pray, an union that 
brought him lasting happiness, and was 
only broken by his recent decease. 

In company with his wife as a double 
star they made their great success as 
the Irish boy and Yankee girl, and made 
an extensive tour of the United States 
with thisspecialty. In 1856 they went 
to England and first appeared at Drury 
Lane Theater, when Mrs. Florence as a 
specimen of American help in the Yan- 
kee Housekeeper, 2 n Ww figure onthe 

°English stage, amused and entertained 
London audiences for a season of fifty 
nights. Florence’s first success in a 
more serious part was his ‘‘Bob Brierly’’ 
in Ticket of Leave Man produced origi- 
nally in America at the Winter Garden, 
New York, November 80, 1858. Mrs. 
Florence playing ‘Emily St. Ever- 
mond.’’ The drama created a sensation 
almost witho t parallelin the United 
States, and ran for 125 nights in 

New ork, and for thousands of nights 

elsewhere throughout the country. In 

1867 Florence produced Caste for the 

first time in America. 

D’Alroy’’? was spoken of as the ideal, 
honest, modest, manly, soldier, while 
Mrs. Florence delighted the people 
with her portraiture of the plebeian 

‘‘Polly Eccles.*’. Caste was followed in 

1868 atthe same house by No Thor- 

oughfare, in which Florence introduced 

‘‘Obenreizer’’ to the American stage, in 

his hands a very clever piece of char- 
acter acting. 

“In 1875 the actor made his new de- 
parture in the assumption of a fresh, 
original type of character which he 
created in ‘‘Bardwell Slote’’ in the 
Mighty DoWar, a character that in the 
opinion of the best critics is destined 
to walk down to posterity arm in arm 
with Rip Van Winkle, Solon Shingle, 
Davy Crockett and Col. Sellers, the 
typical stage American of the 
nineteenth century—Mr. Florence's 
most enduring character by 
a large majority.* As Laurence Hutton 
says: ‘Judge Bardwell Slote’ is a pol- 
itician of the worst stamp, with many 
amiable and commendable qualities. 
He is vulgar to an almost impossible de- 
gree, personally offensive and yet en- 
tirely delightful to meet—on the stage, 
where Mr. Florence kept him for many 
sundreds of successive nights. If he 
never existed in real life—and it is to 
he hoped for the sake of our national 
credit thathe did not—Mr. Florence 
made him not only possible but prob- 
able.*’ 

Florence was seen in many charac- 
ters and was associated with—support- 
ing or supported by—some of the most 
prominent members of his profession on 
hoth = sides 


of the Atlantic. His 
name has appeared in- bills by 
the side ‘of Barrett, . McCullough, 


Raymond Burton, Brougham and Toole, 


“Mr. Dombey” of Henry Irving, *‘Rich- 
mond’ and *‘Laertes’? with the elder 
Booth, ‘Titus’* and “Lucullus’ with 
Edwin Forrest and in 1877 at the 
Academy of Music, New York, for the 
benefit of Edwin Adams he played 
‘Iago’? to the “Othello” of E. A. South- 
ern, the ‘‘Desdemona”’ of Lotta and the 
*Emilia’’ of Mrs John Drew. 

Liked by all with whom he was 
brought in contact, a publid favorite 
and a social lion, a manly, gen- 
ial, warm-hearted man, his loss is a 
severe one to his large circle of friends 
and his departure leaves a gapin the 
ranks of the leaders of his profession 
that may not soon be filled. ~ 

Mr. Florence's only appearances in 
Los Angeles were in the week begin- 
‘hing the 6th of December, 1886, when 
he played at the Grand Operahouse in 
The Mighty Dollar, Our Governor. Dom-

‘EGYPTIAN SPLENDORS 


Palaces, Statues, Mosques, Pyr- 
amids and Schools. 


The Beautiful Turkish Women of the 
_Khedive’s Harem. 


The Tombs of the Sacred Bovines at 
Sakara. 


Irrigation by Means of Buffalo Cow Mo. 
tive Power—The Virtuous Arabs 
—Alabaster Foun- 
tains, Etec. 


Catro (Egypt,) Oct. 26, 1891.—[Spec- 
ial correspondence of Tue Times. | 
Ghezera Palace, the finest palace tha: 
was ever built in Cairo, is situated 
near the city, or rather across the Nile. 
It stands right on the edge of the 
river, in fact one of the verandas ex- 
tends out overit. I went all through 
this beautifully furnished building, and 
a rare treat it was. “The floors are of 
marble, and there isa marble stairway 
in the palace that is a marvel of beauty 
aud workmanship. This stairway is 
fifteen feet broad, the steps being pol- 
ished toa nicety. The side walls are 
also of marble and beautifully inlaid 
with red and black granite work. The 
furniture Men palace is all modern 
work, and it 1s as fine as money can buy. 
Most of it was madein Paris. The 
walls of the different rooms are covered 


dozen or more who had collected around 
him. In fact one is more and more con- 
vinced that these people are now just as 
they were 4000 years ago, with their 
primitive methods. Fer instance, when 
they wish to do a little irrigating of 
crops they fasten two buckets on poles, 
like you have all seen in old country 
farmhouse wells, and there two Arabs 
stand all day dipping up water and pour- 
ing it in the ditch. I send youa cut 
showing this method of irrigating from 
awell. You will notice thatthe cow isa 
buffalo cow and serves the double pur- 
pose of giving milk to drink and work- 
ing the oriental irrigating machine. 
The cows.are blindfolded so that they 
will not grow dizzy in walking round 
and round. 
amused at the Arabs, sometimes, when 
they happen to have a fresh cow. 


| They will drive her along the principal 


thoroughfares of the city, calling out, 
in the Arabic tongue: “Fresh new 
milk!’? When any one wantsa drink 
they stop the cow, milk a glass full, 
and hand it, without any straining, to 
drink. Itisa rare thing to see any 
other thanthe buffalo cow, and their 
milk is strong and not of a pleasant 
taste. They are all of a dark lead 
color, and their horns grow straight 
back from the heads along their necks, 
giving them the appearance of a 
‘‘mooley cow.”’ 

Sakara is a very interesting place to 
all travelers in Egypt. It is about 
thirty miles from Cairo, and contaius 
three pyramids, the most interesting of 
which is the step pyramid, so called be- 
cause built doorstep fashion on the out- 
side. It can be entered, butis not inter- 
esting inside. Thisis the only pyramid, 
except the great pyramid, that has been 
entered. If you ask why,I will say 


that itis an endless job trying to get

with rich tufted satin in colors to 
match the furniture, most of which is 
of brass inlaid with mother-of-pearl 
and various colored stones (mosaic.) 
One mantlepiece in the palace particu- 
larly struck my fancy. It is of 
onyx, and is surmounted by a 
_ French plate mirror ten feet high and 
five wide. It cost in Paris about $75, 
000. The grounds are kept in finé or- 
der, and here and there is beautiful 
statuary of marble, all made in Italy. 
But with all this luxury and wealth the 
palace is unoccupied, the Khedive pre- 
ferring to live in some of his numerous 
other palaces in and around Cairo. I 
send youa view of one of the lovely 
parks looking north from the palace. 
Everywhere in these grounds are rus- 
tic bridges, lakes, flowers, fruit trees, 
overhanging shade trees, fountains and 
rustic retreats; in fact it seems there is 
everything that heart could wish for 
comfort. The palace for the harem 
women, or the Khedive’s wives, is situ- 
ated on the same grounds, but is differ- 
ently arranged. For instance, the win- 
dows of this smaller palace are covered 
with network of iron rodsso arranged 
that the women can look out but no one 
can see them the _ out- 
side. Here these women are kept 
in their - prison-like home, and 
are never allowed to» go out except 
in aclosed carriage, and they must be 
thickly veiled. By watching closely, 


~ however, when passing néar the car- 


riage you can oftencatch a glimpse of 
their faces. They are all beautiful 
women, of fairest complexion, and Turk- 
ish. It meansimprisonment to speak 
to one of them, unless you can make 
arrangements with the eunuch driver 
that always accompanies thew. I 
should think it rather risky business 
then, but the English army officers 
often succeed in gaining an introduc- 
tion. Not only the Khedive but all his 
male family connections have any- 
where from twenty to fifty of these 
harem women. It is claimed that the 
present Khedive has only one wife, and 
that the twenty women are only serv- 


into these granite tombs, as they are 
all hermetically sealed, and no trace 
left outside to show where the open- 
ing is. 

At Sakara are also the tombs of the 
sacred bulls, which are as interesting 
as ‘auytiing in all Egypt. These tembs 
are all cut out of solid rock under- 
ground, and the passages, if put into 
one straight line, would be somewhere 
nearamilein extent. Along the side 
of these underground passages are the 
tombs. Eachone contains a stone sar- 
cophagus, which formerly contained the 
mummies of from one to twenty-four 
bulls. Each sarcophagus is cut out of

The palaces of the Khedive are not 
the only fine buildings in and around 


Cairo. There are many fine old mosques 
where the Arabs still hold their ser- 
vices. One in particular is the mosque 


of Mohammed Ali, one of the sons of the 
prophet. His tomb alone, which is in- 
side the building, cost about £20,000. 
The building is of alabaster, clear and 
fine. The open court of this mosque, 
which is about 200x100 feet, has an 
alabaster floor that is as smooth as 
glass itselfand very clear. It also has 
an alabaster fountain, where the Arabs 
wash their hands and faces before at- 
tending or coming out from worship. 
THe room where worship is held is about 
the same size as the open court, has a 
magnificent dome and in this room and 
in the open court are no less than fifty 
pillars of pure alabaster. The building 
was begun in 725 A. D., and it took ten 
years to complete it. The architect 
‘who designed and built it had his eyes 
punched out after the gompletion of the 
building in order that he could not build 
another like it. There are many other 
fine old mosques here, the most of 
which are now used for school buildings 


for the Arabs. I attended one 
the other day while school was in 
session. It was not a small school. 


They had 12,000 pupils enrolled, and I 
think from the noise and hubbub they 
were all present. They teach after the 
old styles of the forefathers—study 
‘out lond.’’ All sit tailor fashion on 
the floor, and have slates of tin on which 
they write with a sharpened /Sstick of 
wood dipped in ink. Youcan't imagine 
the noise and confusion these pupils 
create while studying. All the time— 
‘and in fact when any Arab reads—he 
keeps his body constantly swaying to 
and fro. Ihave seen an old Arab at 
night, sitting on a broad bench on the

Itiscut from one block of 
red granite’ and the features are clearly 
and distinctly outlined. 

There are whole forests of dates on 
the way to this village, and they are 
now ripe and are most delicious. A 
mud city (Memphis) is near the statue of 
Rameses. All the villages of Egypt 
are of mad, and situated on’a littie ele- 
vated piece of land somewhere to es- 
cape the Nile inundation. These mud 
cities are peculiarly built. The bu.ld- 
ings arenever more than one story. 
There 
are no streets—only a narrow alley- 
way winding around among the build- 
ings, which are all alike. .What gets 
me is, if a man should go home at night

jag on, how he would ever find the door 
of his domicil. However, this is one 
of the beauties of civilization. I am 
told that the natives live a life of mor- 
ality and virtue that would put our civ- 
ilized countries to blush. The costumes 
are rarely more than a long loose robe, 
and oftentimes no more than what 
they came into the world with. 

In returning from Sakara through 
the desert, we came upon a lot of wild 
dogs and foxes with which the desert 
abounds, The dogs and foxes are both 
almost the exact color of the sand, and 
one runs right upon them lyingstretched
